Of Revolt in London and Bombing 6f Commons

LONDON, Jan. 17.—Great excitement 
and fear were caused here and in all 
parts of Great Britain and Ireland last 
evening when radio listeners-in, by a 
comedy of errors, heard on the air the 
announcement that a revolution had 
broken out in London, 

Among other things they were told 
that the National Gallery had been 
laid in ruins by an army of unem- 
ployed; that the Savoy Hotel had been 
blown sky high; that the interior of | 
the House of Commons had been 
bombed, and that there had been a 
massacre of people in St. James’s 
Park. A realistic touch was given to 
the terrifying details by sounds as 
though of distant explosions, the tu- 
mult of terror-stricken crowds and the 
crash of falling buildings. 

The listeners-in spread the news and 
soon the newspaper offices everywhere 
were bombarded with telephone calls 
from people anxious to get further de- 
tails. These offices were kept busy all 
day today’ reassuring frightened in- 
quirers, for the rumors were still cir- 
culating in country towns and villages, 
and the fact that bad weather de- 
layed the arrival of the morning 
papers was taken by many persons as 


confirmation that the worst had hap- 
pened. ; — 

It was learned later that Father Ron- 
ald Knox had been broadcasting from 
the Edinburgh wireless station a se- 


ries of burlesque ‘‘news items’’ and it 
seems that many in the radio audience 
had failed to tune in soon enough to 
hear a preliniinary announcement 
warning that the stories should not be 
taken seriously. 

But the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany is “being severely criticized for 
what is described as a bad joke.

Harry McGee, looked through the sin- 
gle window of the shack and saw 
Berneker stretched out on his bed. 
She called the police and Detective 
John Werle of the Hunters Point Sta- 
tion forced the door. An ambulance 
surgeon from St. John’s Hospital said 
he believed Berneker had died from 
pneumonia. _ 

Detective Werle learned that a wo- 
man in the neighborhood, whose name 
he would not divulge, had been —— 
a sort of unofficial executor by - 
neker a short time ago. She’ showed 
the detective deeds to parcels of land 
on the east end of Long Island and 
several hundred dollars that she said 
the hermit had asked her to guard for 
him. Beside the shack was a pile of 
lumber, which Berneker, according, to 
the woman, intende@ to move to his 
property in Suffolk County and use it, 
to build a home for himself in the 
Spring. 

Asked about relatives, the woman 
said that Berneker had a brother liv- 
ing. *‘somewhere in New Jersey’’ and 
a sister in Germany. The police are 
seeking the brother. A search of the 
shack revealed only a few makeshift 
furnishings and old clothes that had 
been given to him by neighbors. 

The body was taken to Trudden’s

History Never Completed. 


The Police Rattle Watch Fund, 
originally amounting ‘to approxi- 
mately $7,000, was privately sub- 
scribed by a few prominent citizens, 
friends of the department, about five 
years ago. Practically all of this 
fund was paid out as compensation 
to Otis F. Wood, son of former 
Mayor of New York City Fernando 
Wood, who was employed as his- 
torian to the Police Department. The 
work was not completed, but the ma- 
terial produced will®be used when 
the police history is finally prepared, 
which will probably be in the near 
future. 

The Police Hospital Fund, amount- 
ing to upwards of $50,000, was raised 
in 1920, and turned over to an or- 
ganization known as the Police His- 
pital, Incorporated, of which General 
Coleman du Pont is the President 
and Louis G. Kaufman, President of 
the Chatham and Phenix Bank, is 
Treasurer. Owing to the financial 
depression which was precipitated 
in November, 1920, just as the Police 
Hospital nd Campaign was under 
way, it was necessary to postpone 
further activities. and to arrange to 
dispose of the land purchased or ob-— 
tained under options previously en- 
tered into, and the liquidation of the 
obligations embraced in these op 
tions practically exhausted these 
funds. ‘ 

The Arch of Freedom Fund never 
came into the custody of the Police 
Commissioner. It was raised shortly 
after the signing of the Armistice in 
1918, under the Hon. Rodman Wana- 
maker, who was Chairman of the 
board, and was for the purpose of 
erecting a suitable memorial for the 
soldiers killed in the war.

He 
aroused enthusiasm among his listen- 
ers by the statement that never, as 
long as he remained at his post—and 
he expected and intended to remain 
there a very: long time—would he al- 
low the Aventine opposition to return 
to the Chamber unless they publicly 
admitted their defeat and confessed 
that their accusations against’ Fag- 
cismo were ‘a scandalous tissue of 
falsehoods.” ~~ 

The Premier began by stigmatizing 
the Opposition’s attempt to return to 
the chamber yesterday. They at- 
tempted to ‘‘sneak. into Parliament,” 
he said, “thinking they could’ do so 
with impunity on the day whereon 
he and his followers were ‘mourning 
the death. of the great Queen, who 
dearly loved the Fascisti and was 
dearly loved by them.’ 

The Premier said the Opposition must 
give up all hope of catching Fascism 
off its guard by ‘such childish but 
cowardly devices.” 


“TI have been referred to as a myth,”’ 
continued the Premier. “I protest 
against this définition. I feel extremely 
alive among live men, such as the 
Fascisti are.

THE COURT AND A CODE.. 

Senator Borau returns to a favorite 
mutton of his when he declares that 
it is a vain thing to-set up a World 
Court “ unless it is fotinded upon the 
“solid foundation of a code of inter- 
“national law, accepted by the dif- 
“ ferent nations of the earth.’*.. There 
are several arnswer~ to this. One is 
that the World Court has been use- 
fully functioning without having to 
wait for the complete codification of 
international law. Another is that the 
very decisions of the Court, from time 
to time, wil be an aid to the codifiers. 
It has always been so in the past. 
The'dicta of judges, passing upon a 
particular case, have entered into the 
international customs which , have 
been called the law of nations. 
Furthermore, the World Court is or 
may be charged with important duties 
which have only an indirect relation 
to international lav. .For example, 
one of. the. questions specifically to be 
referred to the World Court has’ to 
do with the proper interpretation of 
treaties. Certainly two disagreeing 
nations can get a settlement of such a 
dispute without having to wait: until 
the whole body of international law is 
recast and uriversally adopted. 

It isnot necessary to doubt Senator 
Boran’s sincerity when he protests 
that his argument that the code: must 


precede the Court is not intended to, 


“delay American adherence to the 
Court.’’: But. whatever: the intention, 
it surely would have that.effect. No- 
body can say hcw long it will take the 
lawyers and jurists now. at work on 
the recodification’ of international 
law to complete their task.

A GENTLEMEN’S AGREEMENT FOR 
THE RAIIAWAYS. 

The National Association of Manu- 
facturers, which is an able and viz- 
orous but (if the truth be told) some- 
times intransigént: foe of organized 
labor, strenuously opposes the Rail- 
road Labor bill on the ground that it 
does not clearly and firmly enough 
establish. the. power of Congress. over 
wage disputes, and thus does not suf- 
ficiently protect the interests of the 
public, of the nation. It urges a coun- 
sel of perfection and (agajm to speak 
with the tongue of Truthful James) 
of a perfection backward-looking. Of- 
ficlal spdkesmen of the railways and 
of the labor unions are not perfec- 
tionists, being content ‘‘ to light the 
path ‘one little step ahead’; but at 
least they face forward and in a spirit 
of high endeavor:. They have arrived 
at a gentlemen's agreement to settle 
their own disputes in their own way, 
relying firmly upon each other’s 
loyalty to arbitral justice, yet with 
provisions which both believe to be 
adequate for constant supervision and 
ultimate control at the hands of rep- 
resentatives of the ‘nation. 

As was the case with the Markle 
plan for adjusting disputes in the an- 
thracite industry, the Watson-Park-r 
bill provides for collective bargaining 
based upon continuous study of: all 
pertinent facts. It thus preserves the 
‘traditional method to which union 
leadérs very naturally cling as the 
source of the great gains they have 
made_in the past. Representatives of 
labor meet representatives of manage- 
ment man to man, Unlike the Markle 
plan, the Railroad Labor bill permits 
an ultimate recourse to the strike. On 
absolute principles this may not be 
justified, Coal and transportation are 
public utilities basic in the national 
life. A labor léeader-who paralyzes his 
industry, as Joun L. Lewis has done, 


exerts a power outside the law and 


above it which is ‘essentially and 
flagrantly tyrannical. The fact re- 
mains that In:the past collective bar- 
gaining would have been futile with- 
out the possibility of a strike and the

No one seriously questions the fact 
that the growth of the city as.a whole 
has been slackening and that in Man- 
hattan there has been a notable de- 
cline. It is generally recognized that 
the ‘principal reason is in our new 


aliens continued on a pre-war scale, 
the city might easily have been bigger 
by half a million people. Figures for 
alien population in State and city, just 
issued on the basis of the 1925 census, 
show fewer aliens in New York State 
than in the year 1915 by more than 
330,000, fewer in Greater New York 
by. 80,000. This, of course, does not 


ten years. As the immigration tide 
has slackened, the earlier aliens have 
been entering the gates of citizenship. 

Ten years ago the aliens in Man- 
hattan were more than 31'per cent. of 
the total population. . They are now 
25 per cent. In Brooklyn they are 
only 18.4 per cent. That again ex- 
plains the heavy decline in New York 
Manhattan is the: borough 
with the largest foreign population and 
the first: stopping place for the 
immigrant on his way to a higher 
economic status.and a little more elbow 
room in the outlying boroughs. Man- 
hattan would correspondingly feel the 
effects of the smaller alien inflow. The 
city as a whole contains and has regu- 
larly contained three-fourths of the 
entire foreign population of the State. 
Of every four immigrants who re- 
mained in the State, three made their 
homes below the Harlem River. That 
explains the relatively greater gains 
made by up-State since the immigrant 
supply began to flag. 

The social and economic changes 
which ‘have been ushered in by the 
new immigration policy’ are such as 
to exercise a profound effect on the 
nation and the city. The ramifications 
are countless. One effect has already 
been. noted in the northward migra- 
tion of the Southern negro to fill the 
gap ereated by. the curtailment of 
immigrant white labor. Manhattan’s 
population . would. have. been _ still 
smaller than it has been found to be 
if to some extent the new negro 
Harlem had not redressed the balance. 
But perhaps the most inimediate prob- 
lem which the country faces is the 
question of educating the immigrant 
already here to citizenship and higher 
social usefulness. Americanization ef- 
fort can no longer plead, and. justly, 
that it is swamped by the inrushing 
tide. Something like a state of equi- 
librium has been established. There is 
every reason to hope that the numer- 
ous agencies of, the type of our own 
Council on Immigrant Bducation will 
successfully meet the challenge pro- 
vided by the new situation. —

DICKENS AND THE PIRATES. 

Some forty years.ago, near the end 
of the period when it was a sort of 
fashion to depreciate DicKENs, ap- 
peared a book’ calléa ‘‘ The Origin of 
Sam Wellér,’’ containing a fagsimile 
of an imitation of “ Pickwick.” Col- 
lectors. and Dickens Fellows have un- 
earthed in -curious number piratical 
plunderings - of astounding suc-

The most 
impudent. and-worst is ‘‘ The Penny 

“ Pickwick: the Post-humorous Notes

1837 in penny parts. Old Mr. “ Velier * 
has lett the “‘ Markis o’ Granby "’ and 

is keeping the “‘ Pig and Whistle,” 
Sam is his illegitimate son by Sarah 
Suggs. Tosspot Stiggins has become 
“ Smirkins.’’ In book form complete 
there are more than B00 woodcuts, not 
as a rule trying to ape Ssrmour and 
** Phiz"; woodcut title pages ‘and 
colored *‘ jackets,” such as today are 
the chief value of many books. <A 
prize for the collector whether of 
Dickensiana or impostures. 

One Liorp was the publisher. The 
cheerful self-possession of the editor, 
** Bos,”” can’t.be admired too much.

Book by. Bos’’; in 1839 ‘* Nicholas 
Nickelberry,”” pilfering the very book 
in which Dickens pounded his pla-

— MEZZOBROWS.” 

As chemists and engineers have all 
the time to revise their classification 
and their terminology, so must-appa- 
rently the literary ‘critic, the social 
philosopher. It has’ already been found 
that the division of all mankind into 
ighbrows " and “* lowbrows ” ts far. 
too rough. Instruments of precision 
applied to the problem call for new 
definitions to cover'a new class. One 
has been tentatively offered, on the 
theory of the older. ..Accordingly, we 
are asked to recognize a portion of the 
human race as really entitled to be 
krown as “‘ middiebrows.” “This has 
been more elegantly expressed by one 
English writer as ‘*‘ mezzobrows.”” The 
idea seems to he to convey that very 
large numbers of the inhabitants of 
that caravanserai in which people live 
during the predicament that they call 
life occupy the mezzanine floor. 

It is a word, or at least a concep- 
tion, which ought in the interest of 
accuracy and of comprehensivenéss 
to gain currency. We can’t all be 
highbrow any more than we can al] be 
Early English, Few of us would con- 
sent to be grouped with. the -low- 
browed chimpanzee, though he is now 
said to be our nearest, blood relation. 
But there is a vast area between the 
two, where a great multitude . may 
dwell, neither too proud nor too humble 
to be accepted. They are not.a dis- 
tinguished body, even in their own 
most complacent: judgment: of them- 
selves, but they are useful. For one 
thing they show how life may be made 
safe, if not dazzling. Perhaps it was 
of the mezzobrows that. the saying 
was really written: AIn medio tutis- 
simus ibis.’’ It will not be forgotten 
that DANTE had a reference to a 
“« mezzo *’ of his. ‘‘ cammin,’’ which 
was doubtless his way of writing 
the modern phrase “ middle-of-the- 
roaders.’’ : 

At all events, not even the high- 
brows could get along without the 
great mass of the middlebrows. It is 
the latter who are, after all, the great 
encouragers of literature by not only 
reading books, but buying them. The 
intelligentsia send to each other 
presentation copies of their immortal 
works so as to be able to say ili-na- 
tured things of each other, but they 
always have an eye on the surging 
bourgeoisie. Unless the mezzobrows 
can be got to take up with culture, it 
can never be made to “ hum,” even in 
Chicago, and the “best sellers” will 
remain only’ an iridescent dream of 
the authors who provisionally despise 
the crowd but would immensely like 
its ‘patronage. ‘ten

Interesting possibilities of economic 
progress are raised by the similarity 
between these views and what are at 
least the official aims of the American 
labor movement. The pronouncements 
of the Atlantic City convention of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
President Green’s subsequent. state- 
ments, show that a constantly im- 
proved standard of living for the 
workers and cooperation with manage- 
ment to:inerease industrial efficiency 
are coming to be two main planks in 
labor’s program.

With 
enough ‘rien and enough money, he 
said, a true test of prohibition in ac- 
tion could be made, and then the peo- 
ple would have the information neces- 
sary fof a sound judgment of it—in- 
formation now lacking. 

Unilike practically everybody else of 
the millions who discuss prohibition so 
much, Mr. Buckner neither denounced 
nor praised it. He seemed to be én- 
tirely unsentimental in his remarks, 
but he made it perfectly clear that to 
his thinking the present situation, with 
the law on the statute books and in 
the Constitution, but constantly and 
widely violated; was a-bad and de- 
moralizing one that «should be ended 
in one way or another.

Kitchenettes in Girls’ Rooms— 
Chancellor Brown Announces 
University’s: Aims. 


Chancellor Elmer Ellsworth Brown 
announced yesterday that New York 
University had purchased the block 
front in Wooster Street between Third 
and: Fourth Streets and would build 
thereon a new home for the School of 
Commerce, Accounts and Finance. 

The new site is appraised at $600,000. 
The university plans a building to 
cost $1,500,000. Work on the eleven- 
story structure will start next month 
and the plans call for occupancy on 
Sept. 15. When completed the new 
building will house all the academic 
work of the school, now located in 
the main building of the university, 
one block to the north in Washington 
Square. / 

The various floors will be given over 
to class rooms, speciai accounting 
rooms, offices, lockers and rest rooms. 
A special innovation will be in the 
rest room for girls, where kitchenettes 
will be installed for tea and informal 
meetings. 

The building will conform ‘in a gen- 
eral way to the main building of the 
university. Special attention will be 
given to lighting facilities. The ac- 
quisition of the property gives New 
York University three block fronts on 
the east side of Washington Square. 

“The School of Commerce was found- 
ed in 1900 and has grown to be the 
largest school of its kind in America,”’ 
said Dr. Brown’s statement. “Over 7,000 
students are registered in the school 
this year. In this number are a large 
number of foreign students from many 
countries so scattered as to represent 
every continent. The school is truly 
national in its scope, having students 
from thirty-nine States and from 412 
high and preparatory schools outside 
the metropolitan area. Its graduates 
are found in responsible walks of jife 
not only in New’ York City but in 
nearly every country.of the globe. 

“While the School. of .Commerce is 
not the ‘oldest founded, by a year or 
so, it is the first Commerce College 
which established association and con- 
tact with the actual laboratory of 
practical business. It was the dictum 
of the late Joseph French Johnson, 
for twenty years its Dean, that every 
student who graduated must hav® ac- 
quired.a real insight into one depart- 
ment of business life. 

“John T. Madden recently succeeded 
Joseph French Johnson as Dean of the 
school.

The total cost of Government in this 
country, covering the éxpenditures of 
Federal, State and local governmental 
authorities and including capital out- 
lays, amounted to $10,252,000,000 in 
1924, as against $2,929,000,000 in 19138, 
according to a report on -‘‘Cost of Gov- 

ernment in the United’ States,"’ pre- 
pared and made public yesterday by 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board, 247 Park Avenue. 

‘According to the conference's study 
expenditures in 1924 showed a 1.1 per 
cent. increase over those of 1923, which 
totaled $10,145,000,000 and were three 
and a half times as high as in the last 
year before the war. 

Taking into account the decreased 
purchasing power of the dollar; the in- 
crease in total governmental expendi- 
tures since 1913, expressed in terms of 
‘dollars of 1913 purchasing power, was 
about two and one-fifth times in the 
eleven years from .1913 to 1924, the re- 
port says. 

While there was a decrease of $385,- 
000,000, or of 10.6 per cent. in the ex- 
penditures of the Federal Government 
in 1924, State and local Governments 
increased their outlay by $492,000,000, 
or 7.6 per cent., leaving a net increase 
of $107,000,000 in total governmental 
expenditures.

Dr. Abba. Hillel Silver, rabbi of The 
Temple, Cleveland, Ohio, one of the 
largest Jewish congregaticns in Amer- 
ica, occupied the pulpit of the Finge 
Synagogue in Carnegie Hall yesterday 
morning at the invitation of Dr.

Man needs God in order that he may 
have a sense of at-homeness, of be- 
longing in the universe. Here is a 
man lost upon this small, revolving 
orb, which we call the earth—itself a 
speck in the universe—tossed about in 
a whirlpool. of myriads of stars and 
planetary systems. Man would feel 
utterly lost, ionely and helpless but 
for the consciousness that there is in 


this vast scheme a unifying purpose 
and that he is in some way allied 
it, an essential link in the chain of 
universal purpose. 

“Man needs God in order that he 
may have a sense of dignity in life. 
Man’s body is weak; his senses are 
faulty; his life is brief; his existence 
and his ex ences would be alto- 

ether hu ating were it not for the 
aith that, in spite of the inadequacy 
of his physical and intellecttal rps a 
ment and in spite of the brevity of his 
life, he is, somehow, co-working with 
the great Creative Spirit in the fash- 
ioning of the world.

WORLD WHEAT CROP PUT 
AT 4,000,000,000BUSHELS 


The Department of Agricalture 
Predicts Greater Consumption 
in Europe This Year. 








WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (.— The 
world crop of wheat for the.crop sea- 
son 1925-26 was estimated by the Be- 


partment of Agriculture today at ap- 
proximately 4 ,000,000,000 bushels, on 
the basis of returns received from 
practically all producing countries ‘ex- 
cept China. 

The latest estimates have indicated 
@ production of 35850,000,000 bushels 
outside of Russia, and the most recent 
reports from that —8 have placed 
its crop: at 646,000,000 bushels. <The 
Argentine crep was estimated at 215,- 
000,000, and the Australian crop at 
110,000,000. bushels. 

Floods and storms in’ Europe, fol- 
lowed by severe cold, are believed by 
Department experts. there to have 
caused considerable Winter killing. 

“The distribution.of this year’s crop,” 
said the Department’s summary, “‘is 
such as to encourage greater consump- 
tion than last year in Europe. It is
